The CIA Cooperative Education Program began in 1961. It 
has doubled in size since 1971, \v r ith about one-third of the 
Agency offices now employing co-ops. Long-range recruiting 
.for occupations in short supply remains the primary goal of the 
program with more than 50 percent of the graduating co-ops 
accepting permanent positions. . 


Seventy-five percent of bur co-op requirements are for. 
engineering students. Another 15 percent are for mathematics, 
physics and chemistry majors. A few positions are available 
for majors, in computer science, accounting or business admin- 
istration, and foreign studies. 

Recruiter interviews with co-op .students are scheduled 
four .to six months in advance of the 'co-ops availability to 
allow time for necessary Agency processing. The emphasis in.: 
the interview is on the suitability and interest of the stu- 
dent in relation to co-op requirements. Academically, most 
students selected have an.. approximate 3.0 GPA or better. 

Salaries are competitive with those paid by private. • 

industry and presently range from $564 to $877 per month, . 

'depending on the - academic year .of the student. ?. Starting . rp . ..■* 
salaries for graduating co-ops who become permanent employees 
may. go as high as $12,841 per annum. 

• Agency co-ops all have employee/employer relationship’ ; - 
v/ith the government. They undergo the same medical and security 
processing as do our permanent employees and receive many of 
the same benefits. The. Agency also pays round trip travel costs 
from school for each work period. After appropriate orientation 
and initial training, co-op students are given increasingly ; 

challenging assignments commensurate with their academic : . • 
training and ability to assume responsibility. ^ 


The Agency has co-op arrangements with about 30 schools 
east of the Mississippi River. Should requirements necessitate 
adding new schools, the CIA. Coordinator for Cooperative Pro- 
.grams will visit the school, explain how cooperative education 
works in the Agency and provide work programs, and administra- 
tive, information.
